It is also effective against seed rot fungi such as
Aspergillus and Penicillium. Seed should be sound and well cured before treatment.

RANCONA Summit may be used in combination with a metalaxy! containing product (such as Belmont®
2.7 FS) for enhanced Phytophthora protection. Do not use RANCONA Summit in combination with other
seed treatment products unless their compatibility has been verified. Always read and follow carefully all
label directions and precautions of each combination product. When using combinations of products, the
most restrictive of label limitations and precautions must be followed. Do not tank mix with any pesticide
that has a prohibition against tank mixing.

SEED TREATMENT EQUIPMENT

In most cases, RANCONA Summit is ready to use and may be applied to seed as-is. However, dilution
with water may be appropriate for some types of treaters and/or when treating under dry and/or hot
conditions. The amount of dilution water required to achieve uniform coverage of the seed depends on

the seed, the treater type and the temperature. RANCONA Summit may be diluted with water up to a‘total

slurry volume of 15 fl.oz/cwt seed (e.g., 2.5 fl.oz product plus up to 12.5 fl.oz water/cwt seed or 4 fl.oz
product plus up to 11 fl.oz water/cwt seed).

However, if the
target field has a history of high Phytophthora pressure, RANCONA Summit may be applied in
' combination with a product containing metalaxy! (such as Belmont® 2.7 FS) at the rate registered for your
crop for increased protection. For example, use the following rates when mixing RANCONA Summit with
Belmont 2.7 FS. Use a higher rate of Belmont 2.7 FS when the field has a history of higher Phytophthora
pressure:

Add water - at least 2% of the container volume; and up to 1/3 of
the volume of water needed to make the proper slurry composition, with a maximum of 1/4 of the container
volume. Replace and tighten closures. Tip container on its side and roll it back and forth, ensuring. at least
one complete revolution, for 60 seconds. Stand the container on its end and tip it back and forth several
times. Turn the container over onto its other end and tip it back and forth several times. Empty the rinsate
into application equipment or a mix tank or store rinsate for later use or disposal. Repeat this procedure two
more times.

Refillable container
